From American Port* Muit be Pre- 


vented, and Yet There are Serioui 


Difficulties in the Way of the 


Performance of that Duty. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—The state de- 


partment is co-operating 
with the 


navy department in preventing filibus- 
tering expeditions from leaving the 
United States to aid the Cuban rebels. 
In addition to ordering the United 
States ship Raleigh to guard the south- 
ern coast to look out for filibustering 
craft, Secretary Olney of the state de- 
partment lias asked the treasury de- 
partment to aid in preventing filibus- 
terers from shipping arms, men and 
ammunition from southern ports to 
the Cuban rebels. 


The Spanish minister, Senor Dupuy 


de Lome, has had several interviews 
with Secretary Olney during the past 
two days on the subject, and has com- 
municutet) to him the information fur- 
nished by his agents, who are sta- 
tioned along- the southern seacoast and 
at New York. 


• The delicacy of the situation makes 
it difficult for the United States gov- 
ernment to act effectively. 


As pointed out in these dispatches 


some weeks ago, the mere fact that a 
vessel has arms aboard is not prima 
facie evidence that these arms are in- 
tended for the Cuban rebels, and 
•would not be so regarded even if the 
vessel cleared for Cuban ports. The 
most indisputable proof must be ob- 
tained that the arms are to be deliv- 
ered to those who will use them 
against a country friendly to the 
United States before United States 
customs officers can interfere. 


This proof is very difficult to obtain 


and already the United States has a 
suit on hand for seizing arms on a ves- 
sel which it was charged at the time 
were intended for the Cuban caase. 


Nevertheless the United States can 


not disregard the warning of the Span- 
ish minister, as we are on friendly 
terms with Spain and cannot omit all 
proper precautions to prevent any act 
by our citizens which Spain could re- 
gard as unfriendly.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 
11.—This 


•ftatnoon the officers of the Bimetallic 
league met at the Auditorium and 
fixed on the programme for to-mor- 
row's convention. Contrary to expec- 
tation* it wa» determined to have a 
night session, so all the speakers 
could get a chance to deliver their ad- 
dresses, but this may be voted down. 
Thursday's programme has not been 
fixed so definitely. The presentation 
of the resolutions will be the main 
feature of the second day.

Others may speak at the night ses- 


sion, but just who has not yet been 
determined. 
The delegates are gathering to- 


night in great numbers. They are 
coming on trains, coming in wagons, 
and some of them are arriving mule- 
back. These latter are the delega- 
tions from the Tennessee mountain 
counties. Up in that part of the conn- 
try they believe in nothing but free 
silver, and would not have gold under 
any sort of circumstances. The dele- 
gations will sit in the convention to- 
morrow 
twenty-six strong. Every 


eouthern state, » few western states, 
one of the middle states (Pennsyl- 
vania) and two territories will be rep- 
resented. Of course all the silver-pro- 
ducing states will send big delega- 
tions. 
W. J. Bryan, of Nebraska, will come 


•with the Louisiana delegation. 


D. H. Archibald, secretary of the 


Central Bimetallic league, which is re- 
sponsible for the convention, said to- 
night: 
"There seems to be lack of a popular 


understanding as to just what this 
convention is for, and how it was 
called. 
The call was nonpartisan, 


and all parties were asked to join in 
the convention. The object of the 
call was to stir up such a strong feel- 
Ing south and west on the silver ques- 
tion that all political parties would 
be roused to action and feel called 
•upon to insert in their platforms a 
plank for the free coinage of silver at 
the ration of 16 to 1. 


The organizers of this convention 


have answered their 
critics, who 


thought they were beginning the can- 
vass too early, by pointing to the fact 
that the "sound money" convention 
•was called and met in Memphis May 
23, and it was to prevent the efforts of 
those having the "sound money" con- 
vention in charge from proselyting 
the south to the single gold standard 
that to-morrow's convention was 
called. In other words the first call 
of May 23, made absolutely necessary 
the cail of June 12 and 13. The call 
•was sent out by the Central Bimetallic 
league of Shelby county, and given 
•wide publicity throughout the south. 


While the Central Bimetallic league 


is largely made up of democrats, there 
are many republicans prominent m the 
organ iration, as well as a number of 
populists." 


Each state delegation will be 'al- 


lowed to choose one of the vice-presi- 
dents of the convention, as well as one 
member of the committee on resolu- 
tions. It was decided definitely, this 
afternoon, that Senator J. K. Jones, 
of Arkansas, will be given the chair- 
manship, of the committee on resolu- 
tions, instead of the permanent chair- 
manship of the -convention, the posi- 
tion for whieii he was at first slated. 


Senator David Turpie, of Indiana, 


•will be thepermanent chairman. This 
is at Senator Jones' request. 
Mr. 


Jones believed that it would be better 
to have a man from one of the states of 
doubtful issue in presidential elections 
for chairman than to have a southern 
man in the seat. He is assured that 
there will not be the slightest trouble 
in swinging the south into line for the 
•white metal. To the list of speakers 
lias been added the name of Marion 
Butler, the third party man from 
North Carolina, so the populists may 
have representation in the convention 
in fact aa well as in name. 


It is stated on positive authority 


that there will be no cut and dried 
resolutions. The committee on reso- 
lutions will have all night Wednesday 
to think the matter over and will not 
•bring in their report early Thursday 
morning unless it is suitable in every 
particular. There will be no indore- 
ment of any political candidate and 
the chances are Mr. Cleveland will bo 
let severely alone, bat it is understood 
the platform will be just a little bet- 
ter and a little more inclined to score 
the fold hugs than any silver platform 
yet fanned, without milder counsel, 
•whkeh U now being given, prevails. 


The strong silver men who will be

CwciJfNATl, June 12.—Congressman 


Joseph C. Sibley, of Pennsylvania, 
passed through the city yesterday en 
route to the silver convention, which 
opens at Memphis to-day. The fa- 
mous democratic congressman is slated 
to address the convention, and he goes 
there loaded to the muzzle for Secre- 
tary Carlisle. He will openly chal- 
lenge Mr. Carlisle's statements, and 
among them the following: 


"Mr. Carlisle states what isn't true., 


and states what he knows isn't true,' 
said Mr. Bibley, "when he says that 
ihere is 8625,000,000 of gold in this 
country. There is not to-day over 
16400,000,000 of gold, and be knows it, 
and so do they all know it that make 
such statements. They make no al 
lowance for the gold that is used in 
the arts. I shall speak in Memphis 
before the convention if it is not too 
awfully hot. 
"They say that if we have bimetal 


lism we will have a panic. 
"Well, I would like to know wha 


we have been having for the past tw< 
years with a gold standard. Value 
lhave decreased 10 per cent, the p 
year. Would there be a decrease in 
values with an appropriate currency? 
I do not know where all this will end 
if our monetary system continues as it 
is much longer. Mr. Carlisle says the

And the monetary conditions are grow- 
ing worse instead of better." 


"Do you look to see silver win next 


year?" 
"Bimetallism must win next year or

"You are K.i- free coinage at the ex- 


isting ratin and independent of any in- 
ternational action?" 


"Certainly. What did our forefa- 


thers do when there were only 4,000,- 
000 of people here? Didn't they take 
independent action and discard the 
pound sterling and adopt the decimal 
system? And did the country go to 
the dogs? Certainly I believe in inde- 
pentent action." 


"You 
say that you must either win 


or fall for gold next year?" 


j "Yes. Remember these reforms do 
not come from the politician. All re- 
forms come from the people." 


"Will the masses of the people be 


sufficiently educated to take it and 
settle it in the decisive way of which 
you speak?" 
"I find already the masses who are 


the most affected by this question are 
the ones who are best, grasping it. 


"Why, 
I had a banker ask me the 


other day what I meant by 16 to 1. 
Oh, yes; he was in earnest 
He said 


he wanted to know. No, he wasn't a 
western banker. I will say that. And 
your bankers are not the ones to In- 
struct the people in a matter of this 
kind. There do not any more of them 
understand it than the rank and file 
of the people. And what your average 
banker does understand is all one 
way.""Will there bo a free-silver plank in 
the national democratic platform next 
year?"

WASHISOTOW, June 13.—The new at- 


torney general has views upon the 
inanclal question, and believes there 
• no impropriety in expressing them. 
He made a speech on "Money" at the 
banquet given In Cincinnati, March 4, 
to Representative Bellamy Storer, and 
the opinions there expresed were re- 
iterated yesterday by the new attor- 
ney general. He said: 
"I want the American dollar to be, 


just as good as anybody else's dollar, 
and with that qualification I do not 
care what it Is made of. But in the 
present situation It seems to me" mere 
folly to talk about the free coinage of 
silver. The only way we float the sil- 
ver we now have is by attaching an 
implied greenback to every silver dol- 
lar; or in other words by the govern- 
ment promising to redeem it with a 
gold dollar. Is it not necessary to 
keep the two equal? If there were 
free 
and 
unlimited 
coinage 
of 


silver the 
government could not 


keep 
the 
two 
metals 
on 
a 


parity very long, and the result would 
t»e, by the law of money that has been 
settled from the time that man has 
had money, the gold would all disap- 
pear, and there would be only a silver 
basis. It would be possible, as has 
been the case in the history of the 
world, that silver might at some time 
have more necessary qualities of 
money than gold; of that nobody can 
say. But it has not now, and, there- 
tore, it cannot be used as money with- 
out a llmitand side-by-side with gold." 


"Do you believe in having an inter- 


national conference in regard to the 
matter?" 
"Yes. But we cannot tell exactly 


how an international agreement might 
affect it. It would to a certain ex- 
tent, but until governments can con- 
trol the laws of debt there is a limit 
to the 
effect which 
international 


agreements could have over money."

While there are not as many negroes 


In New York as there are in Washing- 
ton city, they are, nevertheless, very 
numerous, for you see them every- 
where. They, however, reside princi- 
pally in two localities. 
On the west 


side, Thompson 
street is the great 


negro center, while on th& east side 
there is another large colored colony up 
In Harlem in the vicinity of One Hun- 
dred and Fourth street. It is very diffi- 
cult for a negro family to rent a flat 
outside of these two neighborhoods, 
although they cannot be as objection- 
able as the lower order of several other 
nationalities I might refer to. 


In the two localities I have mentioned 


the houses for many blocks are tenanted

exclusively by negroes of every imagi- 
nable hue from the almost white straw- 
berry blonde octoroon -to the genuine 
unadulterated 
African with a com- 


plexions uggestive of the inside of a box 
of shoe blacking. 


It is a singular fact that the very dark 


Afro-Americans are 
in 
a hopeless 


minority in the large cities. You never 
see a dozen neproes of uniform com- 
plexion together, except on the negro 
minstrel stage. I once called the at- 
tention of that famous negro minstrel, 
Lew Dockstadter, to this palpable ab- 
surdity of attributing all musical ability 
and conversational smartness to coal 
black negroes. 
Ho replied that the 


"light-complected" negroes wanted too 
high wages, and burnt cork was much 
cheaper. 


This reminds me of an amusing inci- 


dent that took place on a railroad train 
in Texas shortly after the war. I was 
seated opposite to a northern drummer 
and a southern planter, who were very 
earnestly discussing ,the negro problem. 
The planter was very much excited. lie 
said: 
"It's no use trying- to, get along1 with 


niggers. They are perfectly worthless. 
They won't work, and they all steal. 
They just ought to be 'improved' off the 
face of the earth," making a sweeping 
gesture with his arm as if he were "im- 
proving" a tract of land by clearing- off 
the timber and brush. 


"You 
say they ought to be im- 


proved,' " replied the drummer. "Well, 
it looks to me a-, if they had been 'im- 
proved' a good deal already. Most of 
them are half white," and he looked at 
me with a wink of intense meaning— 
but I nm drifting away from the New 
York negro. 


There is one occupation in Xcw York 


that ib monopolized entirely by the 
negroes. 
The Manhattan Elevated 


Railroad company employs none but 
colored men (it the stations. The posi- 
tion ii> not a very exalted one, although 
they arc employed in a hijrher position 
—about forty feet higher, on an aver- 
age—than most of the people-on the 
street. The elevated railroad porter 
does not handle cash like the ticket 
seller. He has no opportunity to shove- 
mutilated dimes and lead nickels off on 
passengers who are in a hurry to catch 
the trains. He has not even the satis- 
faction of slamming the gates in the 
faces of passengers who want to get on, 
nor can lie tell the passenger who want* 
to (jet off to "step lively." 


His principal duty seems to be impart- 


ing a dry shampoo to the windows and. 


Ghe ocloraa porter prodnoea a ctalTTrom 
some secret recess, and manage* to get 
In a whack; so, yon see, his lite is not 
altogether dreary and monotonous, 
after alt. 


There are some occupations for which 


the negro has a natural born talent. 
As barbers, waiter*, coachmen and 
Janitors they are quite up to the mark 
of the proud Caucasian. In fact, I am 
not sure but that they are superior to 
the whites in the avocations I have 
mentioned. In a previous letter I have 
described the almost incredible arro- 
gance and ignorance of the average 
white janitor in New York. I elab- 
orated the theory that he was a sur- 
viving- relic of the prehistoric cave 
man, 
with just sufficient intelligence to 


build a fire, ami a readily understood 
penchant for living in a cellar. 


As a barber the colored gentleman 


la to bo commended, and he is to bo 
found in many of the most fashionable 
tonsorial parlors. Although the negro 
delights to impart valuable social, sta- 
tistical and meteorological information, 
he manages to restrain his ear-breath- 
ing conversation better than his white 
confrere. 
However, like the white ton- 


Borial artist, if a customer has one hair 
left on his head, he, the artist, has the 
courage to suggest a miraculous hair 
restore; of bis invention. 
Like the 


minstrel man, the colored barber is not 
as black as he Is painted. 


But it Is as an aristocratic coachman, 


or footman, that the colored man ap- 
pears to the greatest advantage. The 
Imported English automatic or joint- 
less footman, who has a good turning 
lathe leg- and an air of impenetrable 
gloom, is very good in his way, but on 
points of personal majesty and incom- 
prehensible dignity he cannot hold a 
candle to the darky. Tho best speci- 
mens are to be seen on Fifth avenue, 
and on the boxes of coaches adorned 
with armorial bearings. 1 saw one tbe 
other day in a green frock coat, cordu- 
roy trousers, white duck overgaiters 
and sharp-toed patent leather boots. 
He wore the neatest of yellow kid 
gloves, a natty beaver hat, and bis 
shoulders were covered by a magnifi- 
cent sealskin cape. lie was seated by 
the side of the driver on the box, and 
the look he cast at a shabby white 
tramp who shuffled past was one of the 
most superior things I have been in 
New York. The colored flunkey is al- 
ways calm and his collection of fea- 
tures wears an expression of haughty 
languor, which is not natural to the 
negro, lie {.hint's by the reflected light 
of his millionaire employer. It is worth 
while to come to New York just to look 
at him irons a respectful diht'' nee.

Those who" have not been careful to 


fully estimate the amount of work and 
the additional expense entailed' by the 
growth of the city have little conception 
of its magnitude. Within the last five 
jears nearly 10,000 inhabitants have 
been added to the city. Thousands of 
new homes have been built, miles and 
miles of streets have been opened, water 
mains extended and electric lights have 
been multiplied. 


Upon a rough estimate Decatur has 


now about fifty miles of streets, and 
nearly that many miles of alleys open 
which must be looked after by those 
whose duty it is to attend to them. Ev- 
ery mile of these streets must be lighted 
and they must also be patrolW4>y those 
whose duty it ia to protect the people 
from those who are disposed to invade 
their rights and interfere unlawfully 
with their rights. 


In addition to this, Decatur has be- 


come the most popular city in this part 
of the state f« large conventions and 
meetings which bring great crowds. All 
this means hard work and skill on the 
part of the police force. This has just 
recently been demonstrated by the Ger- 
man Baptist meeting which has just 
adjourned, and in this connection it will 
not be out of place to say that many of 
the Baptist people who are regular at- 
tendants at these meetings declared 
while here that the crowds that attend- 
ed these meetings were never so well 
handled as in Decatur, not only by the 
street car company and the railroads 
but by the police. 


Large crowds of this kind always in- 


vite toughs, thugs ,and thieves from 
other towns. This makes extra work and 
annoyance for the police. 
Impressed 


with this fact and with the viewof protect- 
ing the people and minimizing the work 
of the police, Marshal Mason before the 
opening of the meeting wrote to the 
chiefs of police of many neighboring 
cities notifying them of the meeting 
and asking them to advise him if any 
of their tough characters left to come to 
Decatur. In this way Marshal Mason 
kept himself advised as to all 
the 


toughs that got to town. He not only 
did this but suggested that if any crim- 
inal was at large that was wanted it 
would be advisable to send officers to 
this meeting in citizens' clothing to 
watch for them. By these means the 
toughs soon found Decatur anunhealthy 
place, and considering the largo number 
ot strangers very little crime was com- 
mitted during the meeting. One of our 
prominent citizens remarked to a repre- 
sentative of the REPUBLICAN a few days 
ago that since he has lived in Decatur 
he had never known the force to do as 
much and as efficient work as this one 
has been doing in spite of the disadvan- 
tages under which they have worked on 
account of the 
disagreement in the 


council about appointments, which hap- 
pily has now passed away. 


The extension of streets mentionedt 


which necessitated tho extension and 
multiplying of electric lights and-water 
mains, has largely increased the work of 
the city electrician and the inspector of 
water and plumbing, as well as that at 
the water works and electric light plant. 


Some time ago the city council author- 


ized the water inspector to employ men 
to make a survey of the use of water in 
the city, tho result of which WHS that it 
was found that the city should collect 
nearly 812,000 moro for water rent than 
it was getting. Last year the city col- 
lected 825,263.18 from watar rents, and 
there was about 83,000 bills against 
water takers that remained unpaid. The 
council ordered the city clerk's office to 
collect this, und now requires that water 
rents shall be collected at the end of 
each quarter, and any claim for rent un- 
paid at the end of 15 days after the 
quarter ends shall have 10 per cent 
added to cover cost of collection, which 
will be done by a special collector each 
quarter in the case of all unpaid bills for 
water rent, and in case of bills returned 
unpaid by the collector the clerk ie re 
quired to shut off the water. 


To transact this business the city 


clerk's office has to make out 1000 re 
ceipts, and in addition to this has to lis- 
ten to all the kicks from water takers 
who claim their bills are too high, often 
ne^ssitating the sending of a man to the 
premises to decide the matter. This 
feature will be especially troublesome al 
the end of the present quarter when th< 
bills under the new adjustment of watei 
r jnts become due. This makes an enor 
raoue amount of work for the clerk's of 
flee which at present requires the labo 
of the clerk and his assistant every daj 
from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m. and often way 
into the night to keep up the business 
of the office. 


All this indicates the rapid growth ot 


the city and admonishes us that Decatu 
has passed from the country village tt 
that of v. city with business and compli 
cations and responsibilities increasin, 
every year.
